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THE Jubilee Celebration in honor of the fiftieth 
anniversary of Queen VicToRIA's coronation is the 
event of next week, and the indications are that in 
the United States there will be quite a general ob- 
servance of the occasion. 








WE are indebted to Colonel R. H. HALL, U. S. A., 
fora copy of the ‘Register of the Army of the 
United States, January 1, 1792.” Major General 
ARTHUR St. Ciarr, ‘*General-in-Chief,” heads the 
list. The Army then consisted of 104 officers and 
2,128 men; total, 2,232. 








Ir we do not publish from week to week the several 
‘target prastice orders” issuei from the Head- 
quarters of Departments it 1s not because we are 
unobservant of them, and of the steady progress 
exhibited, but merely in deference to the exigencies 
of space. There certainly iz no retrogression, or 
signs of it, in the matter of target practice. 








MILEAGE accounts of Army officers to the amount 
of one thousand dollars have been received at the 
Paymaster-General’s Ojice since the appropriation 
became exhausted, an 1 others are co.ning in daily. 
The deficiency will probably reach $2,500. As we 
stated last week, officers holding the-e acc»unts 
will have to wait for an appropriation from Cou 
gress before they can be reimbursed. 

THE order issued this week relieving General 
Merritt from the Military Academy and assigning 
him to the command of the Department of Missouri 
sets at rest speculation in regard to changes in De- 
partment commands in the near future. General 
MERRITT will assume charge of his Department 
early in the new fiscal year. Colonel PARKE, his 
successor as Superintendent of the Academy, is ex- 
pected in Washington from Exrope about the middle 
of August, and according to the terms of his orders 
will assume charge of the Academy August 28. 














OF the $200,000 appropriation for barracks and 
quarters contained in the last Sundry Civil bill, 
$57,000 has been allotted for completing the four 
company post at Atlanta, Ga., $15,000 of which 
will be expended in the purchase of additional land. 
For continuing the enlargement of the twelve com- 
pany post at San Antonio, Tex., $50,000 is allowed, 
and $28,000 for improvements at the two company 
post at Fort Porter, N. Y. The remaining $65,000 
will be distributed among the various other posts, 
not more than $10,000 going to any one post. The 
Secretary of War has not yet approved the recom- 
mendations of the Lieutenant-Genvral in regard to 
the distribution of this amount. 








GrevyeR4L Newson A. Mugs, U. 8. A., arrived at 
Tucson, Arizona, June 13, and, as the despatches 
say, ‘* took personal charge of the Indian campaign, 
as there is every appearance of a prolonged war.” 
We may trust to General Mixes for a short, sharp, 
and decisive campaign if at all practicable, but the 
weather is propitivus for the hostiles and doubtless 
they will endeavor to hold out as long as it lasts. 
In this connection we are somewhat inciined to side 
with the Critic, which says: ‘*So much for the 
mistaken leniency of the Government in providinz 
the Apache captives of the last campaign with com- 
fortable quarters, plenty to eat and nothing to do, 
in Florida and Alabama. Nothing but a terrible 





example will suffice to bring these savages to a 
proper comprehension of their relations to the 
Government.” 


A REFERENCE to G. 0. No. 42, issued this week, 
w ll show that General Sheridan has made his selec- 
tion of the two cavalry troops to form the garrison 
at Fort Myer, Va. Troop B, 4th Cavalry, Captain 
Henry W. Lawton, thus gets a pleasant and well- 
earned relief from hard service in connection with 
Indian campaigns, in one of which it is now act- 
ively engaged. The other troop, B of the 6th Cay- 
alry, Captain George S. Anderson, bas also had a 
full share of hard service on the frontier, and is 
now well calculated to appreciate the comforts of an 
Eastern station. Major Lewis H. Carpenter, 5th 
Cavalry, will have command of the post, which will 
be established early in the new fiscal year. Some 
slight changes ia the State arrangements are about 
the only improvement that will be needed to make 
the post suitable for its new purpose. 








In the application of modern science for the pur- 
poses of commerce and business probably no nation 
excels the inhabitants of the United States, and fully 
abreast of ths requirements of the times will be 
found the personnel of the U. S. Navy. One of the 
most recent uses to which the perfected methods of 
instantaneous photography have been adapted is as 
an assistant to the geographer, surveyor, and 
navigator, aboard our vessels of war cruising about 
the world. The ships bound on foreign service, are 
being, as far as practicable, supplied with photo- 
graphic outfits. Several are already fitted out in 
this respect, and the introduction of photographic 
representations of headlands, points, islands, etc., 
have tended to increaze the value and reliability of 
official reports, not only to the Government, but to 
scientific men throughout the world. Quite a uum- 
ber of the officers of the Navy have become experts 
in the art preservative, as photography should be 
termed. The results of their labors abroad are of 
great interest and value. 








Last week we noted that the experiment of pay- 
ing the troops monthly was to be tried in New York 
Harbor and in San Francisco and vicinity, and 
should satisfactory results follow then ‘‘Congress 
will be asked to increase the force of paymasters, in 
order to allow more frequent payments to be madv.” 
Of course if the troops mus be paid by the regular 
paymasters then the present force might prove in 
sufficient, and also there would be an extra drain 
upon the mileage appropriation. But, in our adyo- 
cacy of more frequent payments, we had in view a 
system som2what similar to that proposed in 1878 
by General M. C. Meias, U. S. A., and perhaps 
other officers then called upon for their views as to 
the reorganization of the Army, namely, that the 
officers of the Pay Department be assisted at posts 
by ‘‘officers of the staff corps there stationed, or by 
the commanders of companies to whom, as may be 
directed in general orders, the funds for paying the 
troops inay be sent by the Pay Department, so as to 
ensure frequent and punctual payment to all sol- 
diers of their just dues.” 








THE retirement this week of three captains of in- 
fantry increases the number of vacancies in the 
grade of second lieutenant to 40, distributed as fol- 
lows: One each in the Ist, 2d, 3d, 4th, 6th, 9th, 
10th, 18th, 16th, 2ist and 22d; two each in the 
11th, 14th, 18th, 19:h, 20 h, and 25tb regiments of 
infantry; one each in the ist, 2d, 9:h and 10th, 
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and two in the 4th and 8in the 5th Regiments 
of cavalry ; one each in the ist and 5th, and two 
each in the 2d, 3d and 4th Regiments of artillery. 
The assignment of the West Point graduates to 
these vacancies awaits the return of Secretary 
EnpicoTt to Washington, which will be on Saturday 
or Monday next. The main question for him to de- 
termine is as to whe:her or not the star members 
shall be assigned to the Engineer Corps as addition- 
als, there being no vacancies in that arm of the 
Service. 24 graduates are to be assigned as addi- 
tiouals, and doubtless the wishes of some of those 
standing near the head of the class, for assignment 
as additionals in the Enginecr Corps, cavalry and 
artillery regiments, will be gratified. As, undera 
recent law, tue pay of graduates as second lieuten- 
apts commences from date of graduation, the 
chief results of postponing the appointments will 
be to delay the graduates who have made their 
plans for a European trip this summer and are 
waiting for their assignments before starting. 














Tae Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy 
present a melancholy picture of the condition of 
the Marine Barracks and the new Cadet Quarters at 
Annapolis. According to their report these are in 
danger of falling any day and burving their occu- 
pants in the ruins, they having been built on made 
ground without taking pains to secure a firm found- 
ation. Of the Marine Barracks the Board say fur- 
ther: ‘‘ The wall in the rear of the right wing needs 
bracing; the ceiling is badly cracked and has fallen 
in many places; all the steam pipes need repairing; 
the floors are rapidly decaying, some of them being 
unfit for use, new timbers and joists are required; 
the steam heaters are too small for the quarters; the 
roof is leaking badly; the lightning rods are not 
properly put up and should be changed; and the 
water pipes are so worn as to be scarcely servicea- 
ble.” Of the new Cadet Quarters they say: *‘ The 
Woard is informed that the walls of this building 
are twenty-four inches thick ‘at the bottom and 
twenty inches thick at the top; yet the construction 
has been so faulty that a crack, plainly discernible, 
has opened in the veiling of the fourth story, about 
thirty teet from the northeast end. This crack is 
to be seen in the ceiling of each lower story at about 
the same place as:in the upper story, and runs south 
and across the building in each story, to the outer 
wall and thence down tbe outer wall and on its out- 
side tothe ground, constantly increasing in size. 
Should a very heavy storm occur it is possible, if. 
not altogether probable, that this portion of the 
building will give way, not only endangering the 
safety of the entire building, but the lives of the 
occupants. The floors were found to be everywhere 
rough, worn, and in a bad condition; the material 
out of which they were constructed was inferior, 
and the workmanship rough and careless. They 
should be replaced. There are 104 rooms occupied. 
by the cadets, twelva of which are too large. The 
wardrobes in these rooms are poorly constructed 
out of inferior wood, and annually cost in the way 
of repairs more than they are now worth.” Assum- 
ing this to be a correct description of the condition 
of the buildings referred to, it would seem to be in 
order to inquire who is responsible for this sort of 
work on Government buildings. If it is desired to 
limit the number of young men entering the Navy 
from the Academy some more legitimate method 
might be found to accomplish this purpose than 
that adopted by SaMson to lessen the congregation 
of his enemies at Gaza.

RECENT DEATHS. 


CAPTAIN ANDREW W. JounstTon, U. 8S. Navy, re- 
tired, died June 14, at the Metropolitan Hotel, Wash- 
ington, D. C., where he had resided for several years 
past. He wasa native of the District of Columbia, 
entered the Navy in 1841, served with much credit 
aud efficiency during the war, and attained the 
gzrade of Captain April5, 1874. He was retired at his 
request Feb. 11, 1884. The funeral took place on 
Thursday and was largely attended by old friends 
and comrades of the deceased officer. 


Rev. GRANVILLE Moopy, D.D.,a clergyman of 
the Methodist Church, was so seriously injured b 
being thrown from a carriage on his way to preac 
the memorial sermon before Geo. H. Thomas's Post 
No. 23, G. A. R., of lowa, May 29, that he died the 
third day after. ‘General Moody,” as he was called, 
because of his war service, was the father of Mrs. 
Fyffe, the wife of Capt. Joseph Fyffe, U. 8S. N. He 
at rved as colonel of the 74th Ohio Regt. from Dec. 
10, 1861, till May 16, 1863. He was struck four times 
with balls and painfully wounded, and bad a horse 
killed under him at the battle of Stone River. The 
injuries sustained in this battle compelled his resig- 
nation, but he was brevetted brigadier general 

13, . He was the warm personal frend of 
President Lincoln, and it was to him that Lincoln 
gave his pledge to issue the Emancipation Procla- 
mation some days before it was acted upon 7 his 
cabinet, regardless of any possible opposition from 
that body. The final funeral services were held 
from the Methodist Church of Mt. Vernon, Obio, 
whose pulpit D1. Moody had several times filled with 
great ability. Two posts of the G. A. R. were pres- 
ent as organizations, and served as pall bearers and 
guard of honor. 

In an obituary notice of the deceased, Rev. J. H. 
Lozier says: “Almost a giant in stature and strength, 
he was altogether a giant in mental strength and or- 
atorical ability.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


THE Board of Visitors who have just completed 
their annual inspection of the Naval Academy, are 
urusually prompt iu presenting their report, which 
is perwege be ascribed to the fact that they had 
at their head a naval officer, Commodore D. B. Har- 
mony, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks. 

The Board is of opinion that it would be advisable 
to give the Academic Board the same power to pass 
upon the ou as upon the intellectual examinua- 
tion of applicants for admission to the Academy, 
and to have cadets regularly mustered into 
tbe service of the Government, and made 
subject to the articles of war. They see 
no ground to criticize the course of study 
— by the cadets. The professors and instruc- 

rs show great zeal and interest in their work, and 
vie with each other in their efforts to develop the 
work in the several departments, so as to make the 
Academy as efficient as possible. The Board thinks 
the present course in the Academy for the first 
three years is well adapted to lay broadly the foun- 
dation for a subsequent technical education in any 
and all the branches of our naval service. This three 
youw, co-education of our future naval officers of all 

ranches of the Service is well adapted also to pro- 
mote that esprit du corps which should uniteall who 
are in our naval service. They recommend, how- 
ever, that the studies of thefourth year be arranged 
by the Academic Board in groups—that one of these 
shall have especial reference to the training re- 
quired for service in the line, and others to the 
training required for service as naval engineers, na- 
val constructors and other like officers; that near 
the end of the third year every cadet shall be called 
upon toindicate which of the prescribed courses of 
the fourth year he desires to follow, and that, with 
the ao of the Academic Board, he shall be al- 
lowed to exercise his choice. The Board also con- 
curs in the recommendation made by the Academic 
Board and by the last Board of Visitors, that cadets 
should graduate at the end of their four years’ 
course in the Academy and be then either commis- 
sioned into the Navy or discharged and permitted 
to begin life for themselves. 

We quote elsewhere a portion of what the Board 
say on the subject of grounds, buildings and sanitary 
oe Of the new cadet quarters they say fur- 
ther: 

The basement floor is of rough brick, uvevenly laid. It 
should be covered witha heavy coating of cement. The 
room used for carving at meals isa mere passageway, used 
in entering and going out of the building and also for access 
to a water-closet near by. Cleanliness demands that a change 
should be made. There are three stairways leading from each 
story to the und, by which the Duliding can be easily 
emptied within three minutes should a fire break out. In 
addition to these facilities other means should he provided, 
by which, if stairways were destroyed, the inmates could 
escape easily, speedily and without difficulty. The black 
boards u by the cadets are of wood, illy (ill ?)-jointed, for 
which slate should be substituted. The building is — 4 
Larranged for cooking purposes; the smell from the coo 
room, the Board is intormed, sometimes penetrates all of 
the rooms from top to bottom. With the correction of these 
defects, which may be made at a cowparatively small cost, 
the Board is of the opinion that the building may be made 
entirely suitable for its present patpein, and thus the ne- 
ommnny of erecting new quarters be, for the present, ob- 
Vv . 

Although the Board reached this conclusion, in regard to 
the advisibility of repairing the ** new quarters,” it is to be 
noticed that furtber accommodations are urgently needed 
for quarters, for mess hall, and for recitation rooms. Parts 
of the “new quarters” are used for each of these three 
purposes. The recitation rooms in that building and else- 
where, are quite unfit for the use of the cadets and need to 
be replaced by modern buildings and apparatus. A group 
of buildings should be cons:ructed on a plan so as to utilize 
the present buildiags in the most economical! manner and to 
provide for the separation of quarters, mess hal! and recita- 
tion rooms. It is suggested that a plan of this sort should 
be made after examination of the hails recently constructed 
for such purposes in the Jeading » 

The Board accordinely recommends that the 
buildings, and the unoccupied hospital connected 
therewith, be properly repaired and used as quar- 
ters for such officers and instructors of the Academy 
as are not provided with rooms within the Academ 
walls. They recommend the purchase of a small 
tract, consisting of about five acres, fronting on the 
river and bounded on three sides by the Academy 
grounds. 

The Board is of opinion that an entire punting 
should be allotted to the commissary and genera 
storekeeper, and the paymaster’s office located in a 
suitable and better building. 

The Board has found the Dm ae and buildings 
otherwise in good order, and take pleasure in ex- 
pressing the opinion that such condition is to be at- 
tributed to the euergy, attention and supervision of 
the Superintendent of the Academy and of the 
———— of the buildingy and grounds. 

he careful practical instruction given in seaman- 
ship, ordnance and navigation, the zeal and effici- 
ency of the heads of Departments and their assist- 
ants, were remarked with great satisfaction. Skill 
in tactics under steam was demonstrated in the 
manceuvres of 12 steam cutters, and showed a high 
degree of excellence and precision. The steamer 
Wyoming was gotten under way by the cadets, and 
the exercises under sail were executed by them en- 
tirely, in such a manner as to convince the Board of 
the thoroughness of the instruction in seamanship. 

It is to be regretted that there is not stationed at 
this Academy a suitable vessel of modern type, com- 
plete in all her appointments, to supersede 
the Wyoming, a relic of past times and obsolete 
methods. 

The great gun exercises, fimog at target, drill of 
the battalion, and the various exercises in fencing 
and small arms were very satisfactory, and reflect 
great credit on the Department of Ordnance and 
Gunnery. Tbe disadvantage under which this de- 
partment labors, in not having at its command the 
means of showing the cadets the latest improve- 
‘ments in all branches of ordnance, is noteworthy, 
and suitable provision should be made at once for 
furnishing new guns and the latest system of small 
arms tothe Academy, in order that its graduates 
may be prepared to teach their uses on board ships 
which will be supplied with them. 

Navigation, both theoretical and practical, is so 
thoroughly taught that it leaves nothing to be de- 
sired in this partment. Under the administra- 
tion of the present Superintendent of the Naval 

cademy, and his predecessor, the discipline has 
reached a very high standard. The conduct records 
exhibit a marked absence of serious offences; those 
noted are chiefly of a trivial character. The Board 








is gratified to state that the inhuman and cowardly 
practice of “hazing” 1s almost obsolete. ‘ 

The tactical drills in infantry and artillery show 
very careful training, and are creditable alike to 
officers and cadets. 

The Superintendent and his assistants are to be 
congratulated upon the success of their efficient 
methods and careful supervision. 

The instruction in steam, mathematics, physics 
and mechanics appears to the~ Board to be very 
thorough, and as comprehensive as the present cir- 
cumstances of the Academy will permit. 

Although they are now hampered by want of 
time, the proficiency attained by the classes is no- 
ticeable and gratifying. 

A post graduate course here, embracing the 
higher requisites of modern naval architecture, and 
of applied mechanics, is particularly desirable, and 
is strongly recommended. 

As to English studies, modern languages and 
drawipvg, the Board is of the opinion that the 
amount and character of the work performed can- 
not be improved upon or increased, under existing 
circumstances, and, therefore, has no recommenda- 
tion to make. 








STEEL FOR THE NAVY. 


THE Baltimore Sun says: ‘*‘The steel manufac- 
turers now engaged in the preparation of plates for 
the new naval cruisers are turning out a much bet- 
ter grade of metal than they did when they first 
began to supply the orders from the contractors. 
The presence of naval steel inspectors and their 
wholesale rejections of the metals prepared for the 
ships seem to have had a good effect on the manu- 
facturers. The proportion of rejected ingots is now 
exceedingly small, and the accepted metal amounts 
in weight to 2,500,000 tons. Mr. Cramp says he has 
no further cause to complain of the rapidity with 
which the plates for the Baltimore and the gunboat 
are furnished. He has the keel of the gunboat laid, 
and not vy! is the keel of the Baltimore finished, 
but much of her frame work is in position. Pictures 
of the embryo vessels are now on exhibition in the 
rooms of the steel board, and they show that satis- 
factory progress has been made. The work on these 
vessels is not likely soon again to be delayed for 
want of materials. At the Cramp shipyards there is 
alarge supply of inetal now to continue the work 
with for many months to come.” 








WASHINGTON As A HURSEMAN. 


(Frank G. Carpenter in the “Magazine ‘of American 
History.”’) 


OLD citizens of Alexandria say that Washington 
rode the finest horses in Virginia, and that as a boy 
he broke to the saddle the colts of his neizhborhood. 
It is said that he once rode ten different horses into 
Alexandria ina single week, and during his latter 
— his stables at Mount Vernon were among the 

tin the country. He visited his horses upon ris- 
ing in the mcrning, and always saw that they had 
their breakfast before he took his own. He kept 
thoroughbred horses, and his establishment at 
Mount Vernon was much like that of a great Eng- 
lish lord. He had his pack of hounds, and before 
the Revolution he was very fond of fox-huntiog. 
He followed the hounds everywhere, and was al- 
ways in at the death. He had a regular hunting cos- 
tume, and his favorite hunter was a fiery, long- 
limbed horse which he called * Blueskin,” probably 
from its color, a fine, dark iron-gray. His hunting 
costume was a blue coat, a scarlet waistcoat, buck- 
skin breeches and top boots. He wore a velvet cap, 
and carried a whip with along thong. He ridiculed 
the idea that he could be thrown, and he was wont 
to say that he required only one good quality ina 
horse, namely, “it must go along.”’ It was his cus- 
tom, at Mount Vernon, prior to the Revolution, to 
hunt three times a week, and the game chased was 
made up of gray foxes and stags. His last hunt was 
in 1785, when be killed a stag weighing 140 pounds. 

George Washington was very kind to his horses, 
and displayed a great deal of sentiment in copnec- 
tion with his treatment of some ofthem. The horse 
he rode when he received the swori of Cornwallis, 
on Oct. 19, 1781, was a fine chestnut charger with 
white face and legs. Washington took him to Mount 
Vernon after the war, but never allowed him to do 
astroke of work. Hewas well stabled and cared 
for, and died many years later. 

At Philadelphia, while Washington was President, 
the Executive stables were in the charge of a man 
called **German John,’ and at another time of 
Bishop, the old body-servant of Gen Braddock. 
These chief hostlers had a number of negro boys un- 
der them, and George Washington Parke Curtis 
says that Washington’s horses were of the kind 
known as “ muslin horses.”’ This pame came from 
the testing of the cleanliness of the horses with a 
fine handkerchief. This was brushed over their 
coats after they were Cressed, and if the slightest 
spot of dirt came off upou the handkerehief, they 
were not considered well curried, and the stable- 
boys were tied up and whipped for their negligence. 
The President droye a team ot white charges, “and 
the grooming of these.” says Wasbington’s adopted 
son, Custis, ** will rather surprise the moderns. The 
night before the horses were expected to be ridden 
they were entirely covered over with a paste of 
which whiting was the principal component part. 
Then the animals were swathed in body-clothes, 
and left to sleep upon clean straw. In the moraing 
the composition had become hard. [t was weil 
rubbed in, and the horses were curried and brushed. 
This process gave to their coats a beautiful, glossy, 
and satin-like appearance. The hoofs were now 
blacked and polished, the mouths washed, the teeth 

icked and cieaned, and the leopard-skin housings 

ing properly adjusted, the white chargers were led 
out for service. Such was the grooming of ancient 
times.”’

The letters were to mean United States Military 
Academy Graduate. General Sherman anda few 
others vigorously opposed the motion ; after a some- 
what animated debate, the subject was left to a 
committee of five to report next year. To many the 
idea appeared ina funny light. They imagined a 
distinguished graduate, Jones, for instance, who had 
climbed the ladder of civil honors, having a card on 
which was printed: 

Prof. Jones, D. D.; Ph. D.; LL. D.; U.S. M. A. G.; B. A., ete. 

General Burns offered a resolution that the Associ- 
ation adopt a button similar to that of the Legion 
ot Honor of Napoleon. This proposition was, after 
much debate, left to a committee of three to report 
at the next meeting. 

A resolution was passed (proposed by General Mc- 
Calmont) that a memorial hall should be erected at 
West Point. A copy of this was sent to the Board 
of Visitors, which wilt probably result in some re- 
commendation in the next report of the Board.

General Sherman followed 
with a few remarks that were written, but he soon 
lost tne place and gave the thoughts that came to 
his mind. 

General Sheridan told the graduates how he had 
received such rapid promotion and then handed the 
diplomas to the members of the class as they were 
called in the order of class standing. The colored 
graduate, Mr. Alexander, received very generous 
applause. One of the class, Mr. Evans, did not re- 
ceive his diploma, for he is kept back in conse- 
quence of the sentence of a General Court-martial.

The hostiles are still the cause of alarm, and on 
June 13 were supposed to be in the east end of the 
Santa Catalina Mountains. Troops of cavalry are 
operating in that locality. A despatch says: Over 
100 fighting bucks are out, all well armed. The 
chief of the Avarapia Apaches says there will bea 
big Indian war; more than 400 warriors would soon 
be in the field, all with good guns and plenty of am- 
munition. All of the mountains bave been fired. 
The Indians say this was done to stop troops from 
using the heliograph signal flash. Lieut. C. P. John- 
son’s command surprised a murderous band of 
Apaches in the Rincon Mountains at noon June 11, 
capturing their baggage and horses. The Indians 
scattered and evidently designed making their way 
back to San Carlos. 

Gen. Nelson A. Miles arrived at Tucson June 14, 
and took personal charge of gthe campaign. Suspi- 
cion bas long poiuted to the Indian settlers on the 
San Pedro Reservation as being abettors of the San 
Carlos renegades. They have kept the hostiles in- 
formed as to the movements of the troops, and have 
also furnished them with horses to aid them iu mak- 
ing their escape from their pursuers. Capt. Pierce, 
Ist Inf., acting Indian agent at San Carlos, reports 
only 16 wen absent, and that all Indians on the res- 
ervation understand that the action of a few reflects 
upon the whole tribe, and are anxious that the of- 
fenders shall be captured. Capt. P. L. Lee, 10th 
Cav., commanding at San Carlos, has taken the field, 
and has received the following: 

Hvacuuca, June 9. 
Captain Lee: 

Lieut. Smith wires from Pantano that Capt. Law- 
ton is following the trail. It leads toward Critten- 
den, thence back by way of Davidson’s ranch to 
within six miles of Pantano. He is still on the trail.

Send word to Martia tostay where 
he is, keeping a sharp lookoutin case the Indians 
double back again on Lawton. Tell him to heep a 
sharp eye ou the trails leading from the Patagonia.

NAVAL ACADEMY. 


ANNAPOLIS, June 15, 1887. 


THE gaieties of the last week were continued until 
Sunday and then all became quist and the academic 
year was over.

The fact of our having been refused per- 
mission at Callao had been telegraphed to Panama, 
and a day or two after our arrival the Star and Her- 
ald, of Panama, contained the following invidious 
comment: “Now a man-ol-war is to visit us after 
being barred out of a South port. All these vessels 
in any European port would have been rigidly sub- 
jected to the quarantine ulations in existence at 
their place of arrival,and they would not have 
dared to break the rules to which they were sub- 
jected by the authorities duly appointed,”’ etc. 

This evoked from Capt. Day, of the Mohican. a 
letter of admirable temper to tne Star and Herald, 
in which the movements of the ship since leaving 
Valparaiso were chronicled, and the assumptica of 
the Star and Herald that the Mohican had violated 
quarantine regulations at Callao was shown to be 
utterly unwarranted.

W. I. Cham- 
bers, A. H. Grandjean and the Thames Iron Works 
and Shipbuilding Company prevent their classifica- 
tion in the order of merit; each exhibits features 
which strongly commend themselves, but the Board 
does not consider it advisable for the Government 
to build a vessel upon any one of these plans.

NEW YORK NAVY-YARD. 


AN accident occurred at the Brooklyn Navy-yard 
June , which resulted in painful injuries to Alex- 
ander Melville, brother of Chief Engr. Melville. 
Ceramo. Gherardi received orders a few days ago to 
have further tests made of a position derrick which 
had been accepted by the Government, and had been 
lying idle in the y: forsome time. The derrick 
was declared to be capable of raising 75 tons. Chief 
Engr. Asserson and two other officers had charge of 
the testing work, while Melville, who isa rigger, 
was directing the movements of four men on the 
derrick. A turret, weighing 40 tons, taken from a 
monitor, and big white oak beams and pig iron bars 
were chained together, weighing in all 75 tons. They 
were barely lifted from the dock when some of the 
yard arm gearing broke, guy ropes of wire anges. 
and the weight struck the dock with a crash. el- 
ville was struck on the head by a weight or rope, and 
received a deep gash. He was also badly bruwed, 
but no bones were brokeu. He was taken to the 
Homeopathic Hospital. 

The derrick float began to sink, the water putting 
out the fires. The other men on board took to the 
water and were all rescued. The derrick cost over 
$50,000, and was made in Wilmington. 

The N. Y. World reports an accident on the steel 
cruiser Atlanta on the evening of June 14. I[t says: 
“The sailors were manning the sails and going 
through their regular evening drill under Lieut.- 
Comdr. Berry. Suddenlyithere was a loud, aoa 
heard. Then camea crashing and tearing throug 


the rigging, and the sailor laddies clambered down 
as quic iy as they could. Lieut.-Comdr. Berry, as 
soon as th 


e excitement was over, found that the 
main gallant topmast had parted. This was due to 
the mainmast rope slipping from the bits, aud be- 
fore the sailors could recover their hold on the ropes 
the big mast came toppling down, tearing a big hole 
in the upper deck and going clean through the ship’s 
lower decks. The captain of the foremast who saw 
the accident, let go his hold of the mainmast rope, 
and before he knew what he was about, the fore- 
mast came crashing down, making a deep bole 
through the Atlanta's upper deck, and crashing 
though Captain Bunce’s room.

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RETURNING THE BATTLE FLAGS. 


NOTHING that has occurred since the war bas so 
profoundly stirred the old Army sentiment as the de- 
cision of the War Department to transfer the battle- 
flags captured during the Rebellion to the States in 
which were organized the regiments from which 
they were taken. As no return of thiscourtesy was 
expected, or was in the nature of things possible, the 
practical result of this action was to commit to the 
custody of the States at one time in Rebellion all 
the trophies of the contest in which they were the 
defeated party. If the object was to further promote 
unity of sentiment between the Blue and the Gray, 
the measure was most ill-advised, for it immediately 
resulted in a revival of those controversies which, 
so far as they were continued at all, were con- 
ducted in a spirit which encouraged harmony of 
feeling and promoted that good fellowship which 
springs up naturally between men who have shared 
the common experience of the march, the bivouac 
and the battlefield. The suggestion of such a mea- 
sure as the surrender of our battle flags doubtless 
originated with those who were removed from active 
participation in the experiences of the war, and who 
thus fail to rightly estimate the sentiment which 
survives it, and which if it slumbers is not yet 
dead, ‘‘that sacred and mysterious sympathy which 
goes out from almost every fireside to the battle 
fields of the Rebellion,” and which ‘‘finds in these 
ragged ensigns its dearest and its intensest expres- 
sion.” ‘I have no eloquence,” said the Governor 
of New York, Horatio Seymour, on one occasion, 
“‘which shall compare with these mute emblems, 
whose very rags and tatters are made glorious with 
the memories and history of martial achievement.” 
When in 1872 the battle flags hanging in the State 
House at Annapolis, Md., were taken down and 
packed away in an old lumber room that their dis- 
play might not ‘‘keep in memory that fratricidal 
strife which men of both parties are willing to cast 
a veil over;” the act aroused an expression of patri- 
otic indignation similar to tbat witnessed now. 
Is it well, it was asked then, as it may be asked now, 
“to tear out that leaf of history which tells of the 
heroism of our fathers and brothers who fought for 
the Union? Jf the Southern people are not in any 
‘way to be reminded of the patriotism of the soldiers 
ofthe Union armies, then let us cease to decorate 
the graves of our fallen heroes, tear down from their 

the hallowed swords that hang upon the 

many households, and raze to the dust the 

mighumernts which tell their story. It is well to be 

consistent; and if the remains of our old war flags 

are to be buried out of sight, let us destroy the 
pages that tell their story.” 

Certainly, to thus yield the symbols of costly 
sacrifice, which belong to the Nation, and to the 
Nation alone, was a gtave féyponsibility for any man 
to aaeume, and it is ovewhich ought not to have 
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been taken without the clearest possible warrant of 
law. The question therefore arises as to the extent of 
the authority exercised by the Executive branch of 
the Government over these battle flags. They are 
under its control by virtue of the follo xing sections 
of the Revised Statutes : 


Sec. 218. The Secretary of War shall from time to time 
cause to be collected and transmitted to him, at the seat of 
Government, all such flags, standards and colors as are taken 
by the Army from the enemies of the United States. 

Sec. 428. The Secretary of the Navy shall from time to 
time cause to be collected and transmitted to him, at the seat 
of Government, ali tlags, standards, and cvlors taken by the 
Navy trom the enemies of the United States. 

Sec. 1554. The Secretary of the Navy shall cause to be col- 
lected and transmitted to him, at the seat of Government of 
the United States, all such flags, standards, and colors as shall 
have beea or may hereafter be taken by the Navy from 
enemies. 

Sec. 1555. All flags, standards, and colors of the description 
mentioned in the ee section, which are now in pos- 
session of the Navy Eogenent. or may hereafter be trans- 
mitted to it, shall be delivered to the President, for the pur- 
pose of being, under his direction, preserved and displayed in 
such public place as he may deem proper. 


The obvious intent of these enactments is that the 
flags captured in battle shall be preserved at the 
National Capital, and the Secretary of War and 
the President are made the custodians of them for 
this purpose and for no other. It is strange that 
they should have failed to see this at once, and that 
it should require an outbreak of popular indigna- 
tion to secure a reversal of the order for the trans- 
fer of the flags. The first protest came from ex- 
Governor Fairchild, the head of the Grand Army. 
This, though not conceived in the best of taste, was 
at least an honest expression of outraged feeling. It 
was followed by written protests from the Governors 
of Iowa and Ohio,.and from commanders of Grand 
Army Departments at different points. Governor 
Foraker, of Onio, had indeed instituted legal pro- 
ceedings to stay the action of the War Department, 
when the following letter appeared on Thursday : 


I have to-day considered with more care than when the 
subject was orally presented me, the action of your depart- 
ment directing letters to be addressed to the Governors of all 
the “tates offering to return, if desired, to the Joyal States, 
the Union flags captured during the War of the Rebellion 
by the Confedefate forces, and afterward recovered by Gov- 
ernment troops ; and to the Ccntederate States the flags cap- 
tured by the Union forces, all of whicu for many years have 


been packed in boxes and stored.in the cellar and attic of the 
War Department. I am cf the opinion that the return of the 
flags jn the manner thus contemplated is not authorized by 


e +h ol ae nor justified as an Executive act. I request, 
there »fore, that no further steps be taken in the matter, ex- 
cept to examine and inve ntory these flags, and adopt proper 
measures for their preservation. Any direction as to the 
final disposition of them should originate with Congress. 
Yours truly, GROVER CLEVELAND. 
The formal announcement of the purpose to re- 
turn the captured flags was contained in the follow. 
ing circular letter addressed by the Adjutant-General 
of the Army to the Governors of the Southern States: 


Srr: The President of the United States hav- 
ing approved the recommetdation that all the flags 
in the custody of the War Department be returned 
to the authorities of the respective States in which 
the regiments which bore them were organized, for 
such final disposition as they may determine, | am 
instructed by the Honorable Secretary of War, to 
make you (in the name of the War ‘Department) 
a tender of the flags now iu this office belonging to 
the late volunteer organizations of the State of 
. In discharging this pleasant duty 1 beg 
you will please advise me of your wishes in this 
matter. Itistbe intention, in returning each flag, 
to give its history as far as it is possible to do 80, 
stating the circumstances of its capture and recov- 
ery. 1 bave the honor to be, very respectfully, 
your obedient se rvest.

There were at one time in the War De- 
partment five hundred and forty-three cap- 
tured flags, four hundred and forty of which 
are described in a pamphlet published soon 
after the war. The history of three hundred and 
seventy-nine was unknown; of the others there were 
captured from regiments‘of Alabama, 16; Arkansas, 
4; Florida, 6; Georgia, 23; Kentucky, 1; Missouri, 
6; North Carolina, 26; South Carolina, 7; Tennes- 
see, 7: Texas, 4; Virginia, 50. 











Now that the Jroguois is at Panama, and likely 
to remain there for sume considerable time, it is the 
intention of the Bureau of Steam Engineering to in- 
troduce a modification into two of her boilers be- 
fore departure for San Francisco, with a view to the 
removal of two on her arrival at that point. From 
the experience with the present boilers of the Jro- 
quois, during the last five years of continuous com- 
mission, it has been determined that with all of the 
fires (18) lighted the quantity of steam generated is 
considerably in excess of the requirements of the 
engines at maximum speed, so, if two of the six 
boilers can be removed the coal capacity of the ves- 
sel will be materially increased without affecting the 
speed or efficiency of the ship in any way unfavora- 
bly. Late reports from the Jroguwois indicate that 


her engines are in good repair and efficient, and the 
boilers are good for several ycars of active service 


yet. The material of these boilers is the highly and 
justly vaunted ‘‘Otis steel,” more properly a mild 
steel, or manganese alloy. They were built in the 
Mare Island Navy-yard from Bureau plans, and 
have proven to be good boilers. The hull of this 
vessel is said to be in pretty fair condition, but the 
decks are nearly used up. 








TORPEDO BOATS. 


THE recent experiences of the English torpedo 
boat squadron, under Captain Long of the Torpedo 
Training School, have served to throw much light 
upon the probable usefulness of these craft in time 
of hostilities. The flotilla consisted of 17 Thorney- 
croft, four Yarrow and three White boats, accom- 
panied by the Seahorse with a staff of workmen to 
make necessary repairs, and the Rattlesnake, tor- 
pedo catcher, as flagship. It was found that the 
mixture of types was disadvantageous, as the dif- 
ference in the turning qualities and the speed were 
such as should not exist in the same command. 
Much of the work was done in heavy weather, wind 
and rain proving no obstacles to the indefatigable 
senior officer, who was evidently determined to put 
his mosquito fleet to a thorough test. There was 
also a good deal of night work, this, too, chiefly in 
bad weather, and a hundred mile speed trial at 
sea, in which a Yarrow led in 5h. 10m. 15s., with a 
White only five seconds behind her, a Thorneycroft 
coming in third in 5h. 20m. The general conclu- 
sion seems to have been that each maker excelled 
in some one point, and that a boat which should 
possess a White hull, a Yarrow boiler and a 
Thorneycroft engine would probably prove a satis- 
factory combination. 

The life of those who serve in these diminutive 
craft is ‘‘ not a happy one,” as in any sort of sea- 
way they ace battened down, and every one on 
board is at a strain so intense that it cannot be 
stood for many hours at a stretch. It is certain 
that in time of war relief crews would be neces- 
sary (especially relief commanders) and that time 
on board should be limited to forty-eigat hours, 
and probably where a great deal depended upon 
having every one in prime condition, every twenty- 
four hours. In view of the possibility of our pos- 
sessing such craft in the near future, it may be 
well to note that nearly every one on board re- 
ceives extra pay, and that all should do so, as not 
only is the strain greater, the work harder, but the 
wear and tear of one’s wardrobe is much greater 
than in ordinary service; these are minor points*to 
be sure, but they should not be overlooked. 

Some trouble, and that of a serious character, was 
experienced with the compasses, which will need 
careful consideration in the future, but no particu- 
lars have been given. On tbe whole the work will 
no doubt prove of great bencfit to our brethren 
across the water, and our own officers too may 
profit by what has been published; we shall hope to 
see the day, and that at no great distance, when 
our own service will possess facilities for carrying 
on a mimic war on modern principles. 

At about the same time that these manceuvres 
were going on, the French were trying similar ex- 
periments. A squadron of four armor clads was to 
convoy four transports from Toulon to Algiers; while 
a squadron of torpedo boats lying at Sardinia or 
Corsica, was to endeavor to intercept them. Suffice 
it to say, that not only were they intercepted, but 
that it was shown most conclusively that the smaller 
craft were not able to stand apy sort of a seaway; 
boats of about one hundred and thirty feet in length 
would appear to bs the inferior limit. The results 
of these two carefully conducted experiments may 
be summed up in the general statement that tor- 
pedo boats are of great necessity as a component 
part of a fleet, but they are reliable for smooth wa- 
ter work only, and that not far distant from a basis 
of supplies: and that a larger vessel, such as the 
Seuhorse, should be supplied to every eight or ten 
of the smaller craft. 








A CORRESPONDENT finds in the recent Bas Court 
of Inquiry case a strong plea for more care in the 
selection of non-commissioned officers. He says: 
‘* Had Sergeant Fox been examined before promo- 
tion his ‘ imperfect knowiedge of the English lan- 
guage’ would have been a, decided bar.”

from personal observation, that the standard for 
non-commissioned officers ought to be raised some- 
what and their promotion from private through each 
grade to the highest non-commissioned’ rank gov- 
erned by fixed rules. 








In G. C.-M. O. 20, of April 30, General N. A. 
MILEs, commanding the Department of Arizona, 
‘* set aside” the proceedings, findings and sentence 
of a Garrison Court-martial at Fort Huachuca, and 
again in G. C.-M. O. 27, of June 4, he took similar 
action with reference to a Garrison case at Fort 
Bowie. The cases of themselves are comparatively 
unimportant, but there is a question involved as to 
the legal authority of a Department Commander to 
‘* set aside ” the proceedings of Garrison Courts, He 
may supervise them as contemplated by par. 919, 
of the Army Regulations, and if he discover any 
material error, defect, omission, etce., return the 
proceedings to the reviewing authority, calling at- 
tention to the correction deemed. proper to be 
made; but nothing more. We incline to the view 
that Department Commanders are not vested with 
authority to summarily set aside the proceedings of 
Garrison Courts-martial, but as they may do so un- 
der a ruling of the War Department made some 
years ago, it is that ruling which must be called 
into account. The War Department has been in 
this matter, like the coy female, ‘‘ first she would 
and then she wouldn’t.” In 1881 the Secretary of 
War announced as follows : 


“The authority civen to Department Command- 
ers by ph 898 to ‘supervise’ proceedivgs of 
inferior courts does not extend to and include an 
authority to set aside aud annul such proceedings. 
If, in bis supervision, he discovers any legal or other 
sericua defect, or that the cuse is one worthy of Ex- 
ecutive clemvncy, the Department Commander 
should pursue the course so clearly indicated in 
Paragraph 899 of the Revised Army Regulations.” 


But on April 7, 1882, the Secretary of War “ con- 
curred in” certain remarks of Judge-Advocate 
General Swaim, and thus authorized the action 
which is new the subject of criticism. General 
Swarm said : ‘‘ On the 26th of March, 1868, it was 
held by this Bnreau that a Department Commander 
is authorized to set aside the proceedings of a gar- 
rison or regimental court-martial under the au- 
thority conferred by this regulation (Par. 898) with- 
out reference to the War Department. The regula- 
tion has not been abrogated nor was the ruling 
under it questioned unti] May 7, 1881, when an 
opinion containing a contrary view was ‘ iuadver- 
tently’ given by this Bureau.” (Upon that opinion 
was based the Seerete ry of War's first decision of 
May 13, 1881, above quoted.) 








Tue following is a list of officers of the Navy En- 
gineer Corps on college duty, with dates of assign- 
ment.

THE statue of Nathan Hale made by authority of 
the State of Connecticut, to be placed in the Capitol, 
was on Tuesday afternoon formally delivered by the 
commission to the State. It is the work of Carl Ger- 
hardt, of Hartford, and is a bronze figure of heroic 
size. Hale is represented as standing with his- arms 
partly outstretched and an attitude suggestive of 
his famous words of regret that he had but one life 
to give tor his country. The presentation address 
wa3 made by Charles Dudley Warner. The speaker 
described Hale as having an irresistible charm for 
éveryone. He was a favorite ih soviety: he had the 
manner and the qualities that made him a leader 
among men and gained him the admiration of 
women. There is a univers:l testimony to his alert 
intelligence, vivacity, manliness, sincerity and win- 
ningness. In the disguise of a schoolmaster he pene- 
trated the British lines and the city of New York, 
made accurate drawings of the fortifications and 
memoranda, in Latin, of all that he observed, which 
le concealed between the soles of his shoes: Hule 
was captured September 21, 1776, and, without trial, 
was condemned on the evidence found on his person 
and sentenced by General Howe to be hanged as a 
spy the next morning. It wus his execution that 
established the precedent which General Washing- 
ton foliowed in the execution of André. The Soci- 
ety of the Sons of the Revolution are also to erect a 
statue in New York City to the memory of Hale. 








THE Chicago Citizen, referring to the success in 
London of the Hon. William F. Cody, popularly 
known as “' Buffalo Bill,” says: **His worth and valor 
have been testified to by such high military author- 
ities as Lieut. Gen. Sheridan, Gen. Geo. Crook, Gen. 
Wesley Merritt, Gen, E. A. Carr, Col. W. B. Royall, 
Col. Guy V. Henry, Col. Anson Mills and many 
others of less rank. Always dignified, Buffalo Bill 
treated the officers with due respect, and, 1n turn, 
was similarly treated by them.

A CORRESPONDENT sends us the circulars of a firm 
of bankers who offer to lend officers money at the 
rate of two per cent. per morth on duplicate pay 
accounts. In this circular they say: ‘* And as we 
desire to conform as near as may be to the regulae 
tions in regard to the hypothecation of accounts we 
would suggest to our patrons that it would be agree- 
able to us for them to draw the pay themselves as 
soon as possible, if it is convenient so to do, and 
then remit to us, and then we can return the ac- 
count to them; and we will, when requested so to 
do, hold an account till we hear from them and ar- 
range as to payment.’

MEMORIAL SERVICES AT FT. CUSTER AND 
THE CUSTER MONUMENT. 


MEMORIAL Day ai Fort Custer bas been ere. 
priately observed eack year since John Buford Post 
of the G. A. R. was organized by Post Chaplain Ma- 
com ber in 1881. On last year and the present the ex- 
ercises were carried out under more favorable cir- 
cumstances than ever, principally because we have 
in Gen. N. A. M. Dudley a commanding officer who 
takes great pleasure in doing all in his power to 
tmaake such an occasion a success. The members of 
Johu Buford Post were happy in securing the ser- 
vices of Rev. Dr. Smith, pastor of the First M. E. 
Church, of Heleva, Department Chaplain G. A. R., 
as orator of the day. In view of all that was to be 
done on Memorial Day, it was thought best to have 
the oration delivered on Sabbath, P.M. Seats were 
arranged in frovt of the band stand. The command 
was paraded and marched to and formed im a hollow 
square about the stand, facing inward. Music was 
furnished by our excellent lst Cavalry band. Orders 
were read, and an address of welcome by Command- 
er Price. Prayer was offered by Chaplain Macomber. 
Music again by band. Speaker was introduced by 
the commander and delivered the memorial oration, 
which was highly appreciated by all. Dr. Smith is 
a pleasant gentleman socially and a fine speaker, 
and not only the comrades, but all who listened to 
him, would be delighted to see and hear bim again. 

At the close of the oration the band played

Smith, a graud oppor, 
tunity to view the whole field of that bloody dpera- 
tion. Wethen forded the Little Horn River near 
the point where Reno crossed 10 his retreat fore 
the Indians, and we bad a delightful ride down the 
valley. where so short a time since the bloodthirsty 
savage held sway, but now peaceably possessed by 
the Crow Indians, living, many of them, in com- 
fortable cabins and working their small farms, giv. 
ing it quitean uir of civilization. We all returned 
to the garrison feeling that we had cone our parts 
ais best we could in celebrating the festival of our, 
noble dead.

REPAIRS TO THE “ HARTFORD.” 


Tue Steam Engineering Department, says the Val- 
lejo Chronicle, tas a large force of men at work on 
the Hartford, disconnecting the vessel's machinery. 
All the outside planking of the vessel, from the cop- 
pers up to the port sill streak, will have to be, 
stripped off and renewed. The rigging had to be re- 
moved from the masts, and the latter will have to be’ 
taken out and repaired. The engines will have to be 
taken out and thoroughly overhauled, and the’ 
boilers will be replaced by pew ones. The etgiue is 
the same one that was put in when vhe vessel was 
first built, and when thoroughly overhauled it cau 
be used again. The new derrick, which has double 
the lifting copocty of any derrick on this coast, will . 
be tried for the first time in lifting out the engine, 
boilers and masts from the Hartford. The gun deck 
will be taken out and replaced by a new one, as will 
the forecastle and poop decks. The batteries, sper- 
gaton and port sill streaks will have to be replaced. 
The same may be said of the poop deck beams aud 
knees. peg ate the ones originally put in and have 
seen nearly 30 years of service. 

Around the quarter gallery the planking is drop- 
ping and will have to be renewed. To facilitate the 
work of repair all of the furniture is being removed 
from the vessel and stored on shore. Much o/ the 
original furniture is still fit foruse. Someof it, 
however, was taken iv the joiner’s shop where it is 
being repaired. On the berth deck the ward room 
will have to be reconstiucted. The partitions of the 
sick bay have been taken out for renewal, the state- . 
rooms of the officers need repairing, avd a geveral 
overhauling will be given to that part of the vessel. 
On the gun deck above the admiral’s and captain's 
staterooms have been taken out, and they wil! be 
reconstructed. The ship’s boats are in the boatsho 
undergoing repairs. To take out the boiler, the 
boiler hatches will have to be removed, The work 
of reconstruction is done under tne immediate su- 
pervision of Naval Constructor Joseph Feaster.

The vitality of this 
question can only be tested so; let officialism 
smother it as they may. 

* JT can but thmk that time is on the side of a Sun- 
day holy, and that patience and kindness become 
those whom time and all the heavenly powers aid.

Dese- 
crating the Sabbath may seem to the individual an 
insignificant matter when buried in frontier forests, 
but to have it enforced by wholesale, every where 
and always, and flaunted with all the publicity and 
force of authority, mayhap even of law, then there 
be Christians who recognize the blow, and if the 
blows rain, whois hurt? Not Christianity. And Cal- 
vin playing cards or Luther fiddling on the common 
may not settle officially the character of the Ameri- 
can Sanday.”

POTTER'S SELF-REGISTERING TARGET. 


Tue Fort Sidney Telegraph describes the self-re- 
tistering target of Lieut. Potter as composed of 15 
pte of iron arranged on four planes, the inner a 

ull's-eye. Around these are two other circles of 
four plates each, a little in advance, a hit on one of 
which counts four and on tbe other three. The re- 
mainder of the target. is a square composed of six 
plates, a hit ou which counts two. Four wires con- 
nect these 15 plates with the firing point. 


In his system of indications the inventor has taken advan- 
tage of the possible mathematical combinations of the four 
shot value=, These values are 2, 5, 4, 3, and these four figures 
are susceptible of just 15 different combinations, no two 
aT no more can possibly be made. They are as follows: 


25 4-253-2 43-543. 

3—2 3—4 3—5 3. 

2.-5—4—2 5-2 4-5 4. 

It is evident that the 15 plates of the target may be num- 
bered each by one of these different combinations and each 
havea distinct number of its own. But more than this: 
four areas can be taken and numbered, respectively, the 
two wire, the five wire, the tour wire und the three wire 
and they may be made to form pairsand groups of threes 

ust as the figures two, three, four and five have been cem- 

ined. This understood, it is easy to pass to circuits, mean- 
ing a wire running upon itself or to the point from whieh it 
started. It is, therefore, easy to see how four circuits may 
be combined to give 15 different indications as well as the 
four figures combined as above to give 15 different numbers. 
The four wires numbered respectively «wo, three, four ana 
five are then taken together to each of the 15 plates of the 
target in succession and at each plate the particular wires 
corresponding to the number of that plate enter a key, or 
circuit breaker while the remaining wires pass by. It results 
from this. that when anyone of the 15 plates 1s struck its 
corresponding key is opene. by the jar or shock of impact 
communicated by the bullet; iastantly upon the opening of 
the circuit, however, the co: ing magovet in the indi- 
cator at the firing point 1s affeeted, and as the indication 
corresponds to the circuits opened the marksman knows at 
once where his shot s truck upon the face of the target.

THE NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 
Errors Noted in the Infantry Company Competitions. 

WE are indebted to the courtesy of Ist Lieutenant 
Wallis 0. Clark, 12th U.S. Infantry, one of the three 
judges of the National Guard Company Competition 
during the National Encampment at Washington, 
tor the list of errors noted in the movements of the 
companies competiog. The list is compiled from the 
score sheets of two of the judges, Major Woodruff 
and Lieutenant Clark, those of the third judge, 
Lieutenant Evans, not being accessible. 

The errors of the Muscatine Rifles do not appear in 
the table, the judges having given the score sheets 
to the captain of that company at the end of the 
drill week in Washington at his request. 

Themovements noted as “omitted” were either 
not attempted or performed out of their proper 
order and were scored zero, 

The words ‘““wrong movement,” mean that the 
movement performed was recognized by the judges 
as an attempt to perform the required movement. 

The word *‘ cadence,”’ means that at some time or 
other during a movement the regularity of clock 
work was introduced when not authorized by tactics 
or } osilively forbidden in orders. The rules govern- 
ing the competition were as follows: 

1. Movements will be executed in the order of arrange- 
ment given in the programme. 

2. It is not to be understood that each movement in every 
case can be executed from the preceding one. The move- 
ments will be given and you are expected to use your own 
means to execute them. 

3. Any movement passed will be marked “0” and cannot 
be taken up. Also any movement not executed will be 
marked “0.” 

4. The company will be marched upon the dril) ground in 
single rank and formed in line fifteen yards in front of the 
Jucquaaas reported to the senior officer of the Board. 

5. Thirty, minutes will be allowed to complete the pro- 
gramme (exclusive of inspection) from the time of notifica- 
tion by the Judges to proceed with the drill. 

6. When marching, the distance passed over must be suffi- 
ciently great to enable the Ju¢cges to determine the protici- 
ency of each command. In every instance the prescribed 
movement must be fully executed betore ng to the 
next on the programme.

HEALTHFULNESS OF FORT SILL. 


Tae Surgeon-General in his last annual report 
gave especial prominence among unhealthy stations 
to Fort Sill. Ic an article published in the Journal 
_of the American Medical Association, Chicago, Ma 
21, Morse K. Taylor, M.D., Major and Surgeon U. 8. 
Arey. comes to the defenceof this post. e admits 
that it was unhealthy in former years, but he claims 
that under his administration of three and one-half 

ears which has just termiuvated, “tbe post bas 
recorue one of the most pleasant, healthful sta- 
tions in the West.”’ He invites attention to the fact 
that the time included by the Surgeon-General’s 
report was a part of the transition period in which 
the post passed from an extremely unhealthy con- 
dition to one of salubrity. How sickly it has been 
may be understood from the records which show 

_that in 1876 the rate of cases per 1,000 mean strength 

was 3.911 and in 1877 it was 3.037. The average length 
of time patients are under treatment at Sill is nine 
days, this being a fraction less than the average for 
the whole army, while there are 57 posts which ex- 
ceed that number; San Diego taking the lead with 
28 days, followed by stockton, Texas, with 18 days, 
and Bowie, Ariz., with 17 days. In tbe lndian Ter. 
ritory forts Supply and Reno have an average of 13 
and ll days respectively. As to the cause of the 
present unhealthness of Fort Sill, Dr. Taylor says: 

At the time of the writer's assignment to this sta- 
‘tion he was made acquainted with its bad reputa- 
tion and was requested to seek the cause of its un- 
healtbiness, being assured by the department com- 
mander that every assistance should be afforded to 

‘remedy the trouble when ascertained. After ex- 
amining the geology and natural environments of 
the post, and fiuding in these nothing to account for 
it, nor ip the duties or babi.ations of the men, the 
water supply waz nextinvestigated. This came from 
two sources: one a shallow well situated about mid- 
way on the west side of the barrack line, which was 
used largely for drinking purposes by the men, and 
the other from a stagnant pool in Medicine Bluff 
Creek situated about a third of a mile from the post 
to the northwest. The supply from this source was 
obtained by driving a six-mule team anda wagon 
into the middie part of it, thereby stirring up all 
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this water into the tank and delivering it to the men 
at the barracks and to officers in their back yards, 
at distances of nearly 100 feet from their dwellings; 
aud all into open barrels uuprotected from the heat 
of the sun. the winds, or dust. As a result, the or- 
gavic matters in the water soon underwent fer 
mentation and rendered 1¢ still more disgusting. Anu 
examination of the well water showed that it con- 
tained a large amount of chlorides, free and albu- 
menoid ammonia, nitrites and nitrates. Although 
it was situated at an elevation of 50 feet above the 
surrounding bottom lands and 70 feet above the 
creek, the water came to within 12 feet of the sur- 
face of the emg ; and it was but 30 feet from the 
barrack buildings and 250 feet from the cavalry 
stables. [ts water supply was clearly derived from 
the surface drainage of the post and contaminated 
in the highest degree. 

The creek water was pextexamived and found 
even worse. Further investigation showed that the 
proper source of supply was a small spring from 
which some of the officers obtained their drinking 
water, but which was condemned in 1877 by the Post 
Surgeon on the theory that it bad its origin in sur- 
face water. An exumination of the spring was 
made and the result is thus described : 

The work soon revealed the fact that the water 
came through a bed of porphyry gravel resting on 
the sand rock about eighteen inches above the creek 
bed; and further, by lowering the outflow the dis- 
charge was increased to over 7,000 gallons per hour. 
On reporting the results of his efforts to the Depart- 
ment Commander, the sum of $3,500 was appro- 
pitated for introducing the water to the post. Seon 
after u storage basin of 7,000 gallons capacity was 
excavated in the rock, and aspring house of solid 
stone masonry, with walls four feet thick, twenty 
feet high, and substantially arched over, was con- 
structed to protect the spring from the floods and 
drift wood of the creek, while an automatic valve 
was introduced in the outflow pipe to shut off the 
back water from the stream when it should rise 
above the level of that in the basin. 

During that season the water was distributed by 
the wagons and stored at the dweilings in barrels as 
before; and it was not until the spring of 1885 that 
the water was introduced into the houses. From 
the time that the water supply was exclusively from 
this spring there was a steady improvement in the 
health of the post. The following comparison will 
make this apparent. The months of August, Sep- 
tember, and October are taken as basis because these 
here, as clsewhere, are the wonths when malarial 
fevers, dysenteries, and diarrhceas most abound.

the sedimentary matters possible, and then dipping 


been still more apparent in the lessened severity of 
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the attacks. Not only this, but the whole aspect of 
the post has been changed. The sad faves, the feel- 
ing of despoadency., and the bitter curses which 
were hurled against it four years ago, have given 
place to a healthful glow, a pervading cheerfulness, 
and an admiration for its natural beauties, its de- 
lighttul climate, and its excellent sauitary condi- 
tion. The bloom of nearly a thousand fruit and 
ornamental trees, while adding to the charms of the 
place, attest the interest manifested by both officers 
and men in its improvement. 

It is now one of the most desirable stations in the 
West, with a certainty of still further changes for 
its betterment when the system of drainage shall be 
com pleted.and the sewage be utilized on the gardens, 
so that the discomforts incident to remote stations 
from markets and prolonged drouths may be 
remedied. Moreover, it illustrates in a remarkable 
degree the banveful influence of impure water on 
public health, for the conditions of the troops, in all 
other respects, have been almost identical since 1882, 
and but little changed since the establishment of the 
post in 1869. 

The post is situated 1,200 feet above the sea, upon 
an irregular quadrilateral plateau about one- 
fourth of a mile in diameter, its sides corresponding 
in a general way to the cardinal points; and at an 
elevation above tbe sui rounding lands of from fifty 
to sixty feet on the east, south and west; while on 
the vorth it is skirted by the bed of Medicine Bluff 
Creek, with a sharp declivity of seventy feet. Along 
this creek there is a strip of heavy timber about 
one-fourth of a mile in width, but beyond this, and 
extending in all directions tor one or two miles, are 
open bottom lands, all of which are well draiued. 
Ata distance of a mile or so to the northwest are 
the foot-hills of the Wichita Mountains, while else- 
where beyond the bottoms are wide rolling, high, 
beautiful prairies. Cache Creek rises about thirty 
miles to the northward, and running nearly due 
south, passing the post to the east ward three-fourths 
of a mile, empties into the Red River forty-five 
miles away. Medicine Bluff Creek, rising iu the 
Wichita Mountains, and taking a vearly due eastern 
course past the post on its northern side, discharges 
into the Cache within the limits of the reservation. 
Both are free flowing streams at ordinary stages ; 
having dry beds, bowever, in many places in mid- 
summer, in others stagnant pools, while in the rainy 
season they rise to the height of between fiftean and 
twenty feet; the Medicine Bluff becoming a turbu- 
lent mountain torrent.
